CRYSTAL CAVE, Ky., Feb. 
20 (AP)—The last team of ex- 
plorers crawled from ‘Crystal 
Cave today and reported their 
week underground “successful 
beyond expectations.” 

“I’m ready to conduct endiher 
expedition,” remarked Joe Law- 
rence, 27-year-old Philadelphia 
engineer and leader of the Na- 
tional Speleological Society 


party. 

Most of the group of more 
than 30 emerged this morning, 
convinced the cavern will prove 
to be the world’s largest, al- 
though nearby Mammoth Cave 
now has that distinction. It has 
not been. fully explored. 

Lawrence said the trip re- 
sulted in discovery of previously 
unknown territory,.300 feet Bet 
low the earth’s surface, that 
contained natural Wonders 
the public may never see. 

The only known access to the 
cave is through a _  1600-foot 
crawlway that can be traversed 
only on hands and knees at 


best. The oe leads along 
flat rocks an pits. 
Lawrence a ey owever, the 


valuable experience gained by 
his group would be shared with 
other cave explorers. For in-" 
stance, he added, it was learned 
that, in a prolonged stay in the 
depths of the earth, the explor- 
er’s energy ebbed the first few 
days but quickly renewed itself 
thereafter. 

“Take this last day. All of 
us now seem to have new energy 
and freshness and have our sec- 
ond wind.” 

Looking back on their accom- 
plishments, Lawrence said the 
explorers found great rooms in- 
laid with coral; fossils and

Russia May Raise German Issue 


At Geneva to Give Red China Voice 


Diplomats Suspect Move to Deflect West’s 
Aim and Indications of Strategy : 
Appear in Red Press. 


BERLIN, Feb. 20 (UP)—Rus- 
sia. may try to inject the Ger- 
man question into the Geneva 
Far Eastern conference to give 
Red China a voice in such dis- 
cussions, Western diplomats pre- 
dicted tonight. 

The Soviet and Communist 
press dropped strong hints of 
such a plan only two days after 
the Big Four foreign mininsters 
conference failed to achieve a 
peace settlement for Germany. 

Some Western observers saw 
the Russians preparing to try 
to win a place for Red China in 
a Big Five world peace discus- 
sion—something the West re- 
jected during the Berlin con- 
ference. 

The action would turn the 
Geneva conference away from 
what thé West wants once 
again. The West saw. the Berlin 
talks accomplish only an agree- 
ment to discuss the Far East, 
rather than an agreement on 
the problems of Austria and 
Germany. 

The tipoff came today in the 
Taegliche Rundschau, official 
newspaper of the Soviet High 
Commission in East Berlin. 

The newspaper, reporting a 


speech by Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister V. M. Molotov yesterday 
to workers at an East Berlin 
state-owned telephone equip- 
ment plant, said he asked the 
workers how the Russians in fu- 
ture could represent the Ger- 
man peoples’ aims better. 

The paper reported that one 
worker answered “it ‘must be 
possible to bring up the Ger- 
man problem once more in con- 
nection with the great interna- 
tional problems to be discussed 
at Geneva.” The newspaper did 
not comment on this remark 
but. the fact it appeared in an 
official organ was considered | 
significant, 

Western diplomats said this 
fitted in with a remark made 
by Molotov at the closing Big 
Four session: “Those tasks 
which remained unsolved at this 
conference must ,not be striken 
from the agenda. We must con- 
tinue our efforts and strive even 
more determinedly for their so- 
lution.” 

Moscow's official Communist 
newspaper Pravda said today 
the German and Austrian prob- 
lems and the issue of European 
security would hot be “removed 
from the agenda.” 


POPE IS SLOWLY 
GETTING BETTER, 
VATICAN REPORTS 


VATICAN CITY, Feb. 20 (AP) 
—The condition of the aging 
and enfeebled Pope Pius XII ap- 
peared today to have reached a 
plateau after nearly four weeks 
of illness. For the last 12 days 
no great change has n re- 


not | ported, either for better or 
worse. 


Brief announcements from the 
Vatican’ have emphasized that 
the 77-year-old pontiff is slow 
getting better from his stomac 
ailment. Each has emphasized 
that it will be a long time before 
he can’ return to full scale ac- 
tivity. There is less immediate 
concern but chronic worries per- 
sist for the Pope’s health. 

Today's Vatican press office 
statement said the Pope’s “grad- 
ual, slow recovery continues 
normally.” It was issued appar- 
ently to answer rumors that he 
had taken a turn for the worse. 
The Pontiff's private physician, 
Dr. Riccardo Galeazzi-Lisi, has 
not announced the exact nature 
of the illness. 


SIX MORE ATOMIC

FRANKFURT, Germany, Feb.

any door ‘open to settling the 
Fac Eastern matter, we should 
enter that door,” Wiley said in 
an interview.

TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 20. (AP) 
—Senator Gore (Dem.), Tennes- 
see, says inclusion of Red China 
in the Geneva conference on Far 
Eastern affairs amounts to a 
“de facto recognition” of that 
country. 

“That may be a step on the 
road to peace” Gore said, “but 
it’s an awful price to pay.”

It em- 
phasized the plan is still open 
to suggestions and that further 
revisions would be made before 
the proposal is certified to the 
election boards of city and 
county not later than March 31.

Among the revisions was an 
increase in the number of mem- 
bers of the transit commission, 


the geverning body for the dis- |: 


trict, from five to seven and a 
change in their method of ap- 
pointment, elimination of all 
provisions relating to an oper- 
ating.subdistrict, and a change 
in meeting the expenses of the 
district if not operating a pub- 
lic transit system.

various amendments to it. No 
votes are expected before Tues- 
day. Senate Republican Leader 
Knowland said he hopes to fin- 
ish action on the entire ques- 
tion by Wednesday or Thursday. 

George’s Plan Best Prospect. 

After almost four weeks of 
Senate deliberation, George's 
substitute loomed as the only 
one with a chance of mustering 
the necessary two-thirds vote 
for final approval as a consti- 
tutiona] amendment. Even that 
is doubtful. 

The heart of George’s substi- 
tute is a provision that no in- 
ternational agreement’ other 
than a treaty can become ef- 
fective as domestic law except 
by an act of Congress. 

The Administration has ex- 
pressed fears that this might 
hamper the President’s wartime 
powers as commander-in-chief, 
his right to recognize govern- 
ments and other powers. 

George tentatively suggested 
language to meet those objec- 
tions. But in a memorandum to 
Knowland, which George has 
studied, the Justice Department 
suggested further changes. 
George said these changes are 
not acceptable and he will not 
change his original substitute. 

The Senate this week tenta- 
tively adopted a_ three-section 
G.O.P. leadership substitute! 
sponsored by Knowland, Senator 
Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, and 
others. It doesnot contain the 
provision about agreements oth- | 
er than treaties. 

Ferguson’s Position.

weeks from the first of August 

to the end of April. 

These sizable figures for gam- 
bling are considered one of the 
best indications that the British 
are getting along pretty well in 
the third year of the Tory ad- 
ministration. 

. Operated Through Mails. 

Footbal pools are operated 
through the mails. They have 
become such big business that 
one-tenth of Britain’s internal 
mail is football pool correspond- 
ence. Parliament is in the act 
of requiring companies to pub- 
lish an annual account of bet- 
ting, overhead, taxes and profits 
because of the size of this busi- 
ness. 

Pool companies had. already 
agreed to submit the question 
to.a vote of the 17,000,000 who 
play the pools. However, Parlia- 
ment is anxious that all figures 
be made public and a bill to this 
effect may become law in a few 
days. 

A week or so ago an old-age 
pensioner won $43,400 on a 7- 
cent investment. 

At least once a month, sevy- 
eral persons win $200,000 or 
more. Millions of housewives, 
office secretaries and school 
teachers invest their 14 or 28 
cents weekly on the pools to 
try and hit the jackpot. Top 
bet allowed is $14. 

Football in Britain, of course, 
means soccer. Every Saturday 
through the bitterly cold months 
of January and February more 
that 1,000,000 fans turn out to 
watch the games. In the fall 
and spring, attendance rises to 
around 1,500,000. 

Various Types of Pools. 

There are a half-dozen dif- 
ferent kinds of pools. It is 
possible to invest as little as 
one penny in picking the win- 
ners and collect up to $30,000 

But the $200,000 prize goes 
for the selection of eight games 
that will end in a tie.

‘AWARE THAT CRITICISM back home

SEVERAL TIMES during the conference 
he complained that he did not want to 
become “a Secretary of State in exile.”

Are Reduced by Recent 


Court Interpretations 


Decisions Noted by Supreme Court Justice William O. 
Douglas Are Analyzed—Laws Enacted Following 
the Civil War Are Held Not to Apply to Legislators, 
Judges, Policemen or Ordinary Citizens.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20. 


SSOCIATE SUPREME COURT JUSTICE WILLIAM 0. DOUGLAS said 
last week that civil liberties have suffered deterioration through court 


interpretation in recent years. How far that deterioration has progressed 
is clearly demonstrated by a review of the decisions to which Douglas referred. 
They show that the courts have all but repealed the Civil Rights Acts enacted 


after the Civil War. 


These acts were intended to protect the 
“rights, privileges and immunities” con- 
ferred on citizens by the Federal Consti- 
tution from infringement by the states or 
persons acting under the color of state 
authority. Both civil and criminal penal- 
ties are provided for violation. 


In a series of decisions in late years, 
however, the courts have decided that: 

A judge can’t violate the law because 
judges are immune; a legislator can’t 
violate it because legislators are im- 
mune; a policeman can’t violate it be- 
cause, if he does he probably commits a 
state crime and ought to be prosecuted 
by the state and finally just ordinary 
people can’t violate it because they are 
not connected with government and so 
do not act “under color of law.” 


Two lines of decisions are pertinent 
here. The first deals with cases in which 
defendants; being prosecuted for state of- 
fenses, seek to defeat the prosecution by 
alleging their civil rights were violated, as 
by unreasonable search and seizure, ex- 
torted confessions, and so forth. 

The second , deals with. what happens 
when the Umilted States undertakes to 
prosecute those charged with violating 
civil rights, or when these persons are 


‘sued for damages by those who allege 


their civil rights have been violated. 
. . * : 

IT WAS A CASE in the first category 
that occasioned Justice Douglas’ comment. 
A California gambler sought to upset his 
conviction of gambling by alleging uncon- 
stitutional conduct on the part of Long 
Beach police who secretly broke into his 
home and installed a hidden microphone 
to get the evidence on which he was con- 
victed. 


The Supreme Court, in a 5-to-4 de- 
cision, said what the police did was 
unconstitutional all right, but there 
wasn’t anything the Supreme Court 
could do to prevent it. Justice Doug- 
las for the dissenters, wrote that the 
way to prevent it was to 2xclude such 
evidence and let the gambler go free. 

He quoted from another dissenting opin- 
ion, by the late Justice Frank Murphy in 
a 1949 case. Justice Douglas was with 
Justice Murphy in that case, as was the 
late Justice Wiley Rutledge of St. Louis. 
It had to do with a doctor who was con- 
victed on the basis of evidence obtained 


by a deputy sheriff who broke into his of- * 


fice, seized his appointment book, took 
down the names of his patients, and other 
evidence. The conviction stood. But Jus- 
tice Murphy wrote: 

“It is disheartening to find so much 
that is right in an opinion which seems to 
be so fundamentally wrong. Of course I 
agree with the court that the Fourteenth 
Amendment prohibits activities which ‘are 
proscribed by the search and seizure clause 
of the Fourth Amendment. (The Four- 
teenth Amendment extends the constitu- 
tional guarantees of the Bill of Rights in 
at least some instances to make them 
binding on the states.) 

“Imagination and zeal may invent a 
dozen methods to give content to the com- 
mands of the Fourth Amendment. (Asso- 
ciate Justice Frankfurter, for the court, 
had written that exclusion of evidence il- 
legally obtained was not the way to en- 
force the Fourth Amendment.) 

“But this court is limited to the rem- 
edies currently available,” Murphy con- 
tinued. “It cannot legislate the ideal sys- 
tem If we would attempt the enforce- 


‘| ment of the search and seizure clause in 


the ordinary way today we are limited to 
three devices: judicial exclusion of the il- 
legally obtained evidence; criminal prose- 
cution of violators, and civil action against 
violators. | 

“Alternatives are deceptive. Their very 
statement conveys the impression that 


one possibility is as effective as the next. 


this case their statement is blinding. For 
there is but one alternative to the rule of 
exclusion. That is no sanction at all... . 
“Only by exclusion can we impress upon 
the zealous prosecutor that violation of the 
Constitution will do him no good. And 
only when that point is driven home can 
the prosecutor be expected to emphasize 
the importance of observing constitutional 
demands in his instructions to the police.” 
Justice Frankfurter, in this 1949 case, 
went out of the way to invite congressional 
action to plug the loophole he found in the 
law. Bills have been introduced to do 
that, but nothing ever comes of them.

THE OTHER LINE of .decisign—cases 
involving what happens when there is an 
affirmative report to enforce the consti- 
tutionally guaranteed rights—begins in 
1945. The case is known as Screws vs. the 
United States and it was one of those all 
but unique situations in which there was 
no opinion of the court. There were four 
opinions, but no five justices could agree 
on any one of them. Better than almost 
any other case it demonstrates the maxim 
that hard cases make bad laws. 

Screws was a Georgia sheriff. He and 
two deputies arrested a Negro for stealing 


a tire. Then they handcuffed him, and, 
3 
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while he was cuffed, beat him to death. 
They were indicted, charged with violat- 
ing the Negro’s civil rights by depriving 
him of the right not to be deprived of his 
life without due process of law. At the 
first trial the defendants were convicted 
and the case reached the Supreme Court 
on appeal. The Supreme Court sent it 
back for re-trial.and on a second trial they 
were acquitted. 

In that case Justice Douglas wrote the 
opinion which found more support among 
his colleagues than any others. He was 
joined by the late Chief Justice Harlan F. 
Stone, and Justices -Black and Stanley 
Reed. They sent the case back on a pro- 
cedural error, holding the trial judge 
should have instructed the jury that if 
they were to return a verdict of guilty 
they must find that the defendants spe- 
cifically intended not only to beat the man 
to death but more to deprive him of a 
constitutional ‘right. 

Justices Murphy and Rutledge would 
have affirmed the conviction, but Justice 
Rutledge, to enable the court to come to 
some decision, cast his vote for the Doug- 
las opinion ‘Weeause it cl@e closer than 
any other to expressing hig views. Justices 
Roberts, Frankfurter and Jackson took the 
view that murder was a crime under 
Georgia law and the prosecution should 
have been for murder and not for violation 
of civil rights. 

“We are asked,” wrote Justice Frank- 
furter, “to construe legislation which was 
intended to effectuate prohibition against 
the states for defiance of the Constitution 
to be equally applicable where a state duly 
obeys the Constitution, but an officer 
flouts state law and is unquestionably sub- 
ject to punishment by the state for his 
disobedience.”

THEN IN 1951 the court had a case 
arising in California, where American Le- 
gionnaires broke up a meeting of a club 
organized to oppose the Marshall Plan for 
European recovery. The club members 
sued the Legionnaires for damages, charg- 
ing their right to assemble peacefully to 
petition the Government had been violated. 
The court held, 5 to 3 there was no cause 
of action. 

Associate Justice Jackson wrote the 
opinion of the court. He said that private 
individuals could not deprive anyone of a 
constitutional right. They could invade, 
or disregard, or lawlessly violate rights, 
he said, but they couldn’t deny or impair 
them, because private persons are not state 
officials. 

Justice Burton wrote the dissenting 
opinion, in which Justices Black and Doug- 
las joined. “The language of the statute,” 
Justice Burton wrote, “refutes the sugges- 
tion that action under color of state law 
is a necessary ingredient of the cause of 
action which it recognizes. (The law) 
speaks of two or more persons in any state 
or territory conspiring. That clause is not 
limited to state offitials.” 

Well, a legislator is a state official, and 
the Supreme Court had an opportunity, 
also in 1951, to say what it thought when 
a state official was charged with depriving 
someone of his constitutional rights. 

What it said, with only Justice Douglas 
dissenting, was the legislators have a 
special immunity and if violate 
someone’s civil rights néthing can be 
done about it. 

That opinion was by Justice Frank- 
furter. One William Patrick Brandhove 
had sued the members of the California 
Un-American Committee for damages aris- 
ing out of his prosecution for contempt of 
the committee. The contempt charge had 
been dropped when a jury disagreed. 

“The privilege of legislators to be free 
from arrest or civil process for what they 
do or say in legislative proceedings,” wrote 
Justice Frankfurter, “has taproots in the 
parliamentary struggles of the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries.” 

“It is speech and debate in the legisla- 
tive department which our constitutional 
scheme makes privileged,” Justice Douglas 
wrote in his dissent. “Included, of course, 
are the actions of legislative committees | 
that are authorized to conduct hearings or 
make investigations so as to lay the foun- 
dation for legislative action.

' the shifts of population in the 
United States. 

You have made it unmistakably 
clear that Missouri and its bordering 
states have been handicapped by a 
disproportionate increase in popula- 
tion and by staggering losses in soine 
counties within their borders. 

Missouri is not alone in this for 
there are counties in Illinois in which 
the loss of population since 1870 has 
been more than 40 per cent. From 
another angle it is interesting to note 
that from 1940 to 1050 there were 57 
— oounties which lost popula- 


Paring the 1920-1930 decade, there 
were 62 such counties in the state 

and between 1910 and 1920 there 
were 57 that fell into this category. 
Even in 1930-1940, when some of the 

newspapers were telling us that the 
depression was forcing people “back 
to the land,” there were 27 counties 
fn Illinois‘ which lost population. 

In this era the specter of mechan- 
ization was responsible, largely, for 
the loss of more than 40,000 people 
from the farms of this prairie state. 

The problem is more extended 
than that of losing congressional 
seats. The areas affected are handi- 
capped by devitalized institutions— 
churches, schools, business estab- 
lishments and, in the villages, by 
the passing of needed professional 
services. 

We are confronted not only with 
problems of a depleted village econ- 
omy but with the thorny problems 
of state-wide reapportionment of 
representation. When will political 
leaderS and business leaders recog- 
nize this plight? There are solutions 
to these problems if we would only 
dedicate our energies to them. 

Meanwhile we can hope you will 
continue to remind us of these 
changes and of their telling effects 
on the Middle West.

With Free Minds 


Secretary of State Dulles did a good job at 
Berlin. He ta We cine the West's case on Germany 
and Austria firmly, lucidly and reasonably; the 
failure to agree on those subjects could not be. 
charged to him. Now, as he prepares for the 
Asian conference at Geneva in April, he is en- 
titled to room enough in which to turn around. 

By that'we mean just this: the public and above. 
all the members of Congress have ¢o obligation 
to refrain from drawing the lines of opinion so 
tight that it becomes impossible to formulate a 
policy that will serve the national interest. 

The public and above all the members of Con- 
gress have an obligation to approach the issues. 
of the Geneva conference with an open mind, as 
free as possible from preconceptions, outworn 
slogans and emotionally fixed attitudes, .

Geneva conference on Korea and Indochina than” 
the dread word “appeasement” began to be care 
lessly tossed around in Washington. 

Some Senators apparently believe that any 
negotiation with the Chinese Communists 
amounts to appeasement, Yet who would say 
now that it was contrary to the American na- 
tional interest to conduct with the Chinese Com- 
munists the Panmunjom negotiations which final- 
ly brought about a Korea cease-fire?

Other Senators do not openly object to negoti- 
ations as such, but they seem to believe that 
recognition of China under any circumstances 
would amount to “appeasement.” 

It is on this point that open minds are most 
needed. For the truth is that while recognition 
of Peiping would have been unwise while the 
Korean fighting was going on, and while recogni- 
tion would be unwise now, nevertheless circum- 
stances could arise in which recognition would 
serve the national interest better’ than some 
other policy. 

In that event it would be a tragedy if Mr. 
Dulles found himself politically unable to adopt 
a policy which served the national interest, be- 
cause opinion had previously been hardened 
against recognition under any conditions at all. 

What circumstances could possibly justify rec- 
ognition? That question cannot and need not be 
answered in detail at this stage, It is sufficient 
to realize that a general Asian settlement can be 
envisioned, embracing unification and neutraliza- 
tion of Korea, peace in Indochina, and some kind 
of independent status for Formosa, which would 
serve our own interests so well that recognition 
of Peiping would be a reasonable price to pay 
for it. 


»* 


The odds against such a settlement are very 
high, It seems quite unlikely that the Geneva 
conference can arrive at an agreement of that 
magnitude. In that case, the question of recogni- 
tion need not arise. But it would be imprudent 
to destroy any possibility of a general Asian set- 
tlement by adopting in advance an unnecessarily 
rigid attitude on recognition. A bargainer must 
have something to bargain with. Mr. Dulles is 
entitled to go to Geneva with his hands untied. 

That is why responsible and thoughtful per- 
sons ought to refrain from branding as “appease- 
ment” any and all suggestions for a possible 
diplomatic settlement with the Chinese Commu- 
nists. Whether an agreement with Peiping were 
“appeasement” or not would depend entirely 
upon the character of the settlement it proposed. 
Reasonable citizeng should be willing to wait 
until they know the terms of any proposed set- 
tlement before they denounce it with an infa- 
mous label. 


Wheat Soil on Olive Street 

The wheat soil of Kansas and Nebraska and 
the cotton soil of Oklahoma and Texas were 
falling on Olive street and Grand boulevard and 
Kingshighway, and with the wind-borne soil 
came grim recollections, 

Recollections of once fertile fields looking 
like desert, Of drifts of loose soil piled high 
against collapsing barns. Of skeleton cattle ly- 
ing in the dust, feet upward. Of mocking wind- 
mills and disconnected pumps. Of the dry grass 
gone, and the few trees dead. Of the Dust Bowl. 
And of people—once prosperous enough farm 
families—pulling out in the old car, their posses- 
sions tied:on top and back; mostly heading West, 
but always, they hoped, heading for water. 

There were recollections, too, of the determina- 
tion to repair these ravages of wind and drouth 
and man’s abuse of the land. Recollections of 
water impoundments and ditches. Of shelter 
belts of trees to check the winds. There was a 
new attitude toward the plow which broke the 
prairie sod. There was talk of grazing cattle 
instead of raising wheat. 

The eountry did green up again. But the 
price of wheat went higher and higher. The suit- 
case farmers came and helped to plant field 
after field to wheat. They were being patriotic, 
they said; they were helping to win the war. But 
then came a dry year or two, and the wind—and 
the soil of Texas and Kansas is settling again 
on Missouri and Itlinois and Indiana. 

It’s not the Dust Bowl all over again, not yet. 
The new Okies have not started for California, 
not yet. But some folks are saying now that the 
Government should not build the dams, and 
the water should not go, first of all, to the fam- 
ily farms. And they are asking whether it is 
really the Government's business to make sure 
new grass seed is planted on the dried-out fields. 
And so it could be the Dust Bowl again—éspe- 
cially if the wind does not blow the wheat soil 
and the cotton soil as far as Washington.

The Ax Hovers-Over SPA 


The Southwestern Power Administration will 
be little but a memory if Secretary of the In- 
terior McKay is allowed to go through with his 
plans for reorganization. The staff will be re- 
duced by some two thirds. Instead of being di- 
rected by its own Administrator at Tulsa, its 
headquarters, it will be directed from Washing- 
ington by an Administrator for all power mar- 
keting agencies. 

What the electric-power part of TVA is to the 
Tennessee Valley, SPA is to a region comprising 
southwest Missouri and parts of Arkansas, Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma, Texas and Louisiana. For the 
last 10 years it has been developing and market- 
ing electric power from the rivers of a region 
three times as large as the Tennessee Valley. 

If SPA is reorganized as Secretary McKay 
proposes, it will be relegated to a cubbyhole in 
the vast Interior Department at Washington. A 
power manager will remain at Tulsa, but anyone 
who wants final commitments on anything im- 
portant will have toe go to Washington. The 
overcentralization of government in the nation’s’ 
capital, which the Republicans attacked so 
strongly in the last presidential eampaign, will 
be increased. As for efficiency—Secretary Mc- 
Kay asks us to believe a power operation can 
be administered more efficiently from a thousand 
miles away than from directly on the spot.

Former Mayor Aloys Kautf- 
mann, President Charles E. Albanese of the 
Board of Aldermen‘and Ancel A. Skaggs, chair- 
man of the Republican City Committee, not only 
repudiated attack# on the tax by outstate mem- 
bers of their party, but also reiterated their sup. 


port of the levy which, by the way, was first in. ; 


troduced by a Republican city administration. 
The city’s dependente on the tax was shown 
over and over again in the appeals to Gov. Phil 
M. Donnelly to call a special session for its ex- 
tension. It means a round $8,000,000 a year for 
St. Louis. Considering fixed charges which can- 


not be reduced, there would have to be a 25 per 


cent. cut in the city’s operating expenses if the 
tax were allowed to expire on April 1. 

This would not only cripple cautiously man- 
aged municipal services, but also reduce the city 
government to impotence in the fight fer prog- 
fess and agaitist decay. 

Not only’ need for this revenue, but: also the 
essential fairness of the tax makes a scandal of 
any politicking by Republicans against Demo- 
crats. It ig only fair that the many non-resi- 
dents who .earn their wages in St. Lolis and 
freely enjoy its many attractions—parks, mu- 
seum, zoo and the like—should make a small 
contribution to the cost of municipal housekeep- 
ing. This is a fact which is being recognized 
in more metropolitan areas. 

So Speaker Lester A. Vonderschmidt of the 
lower legislative chamber ‘was indulging in 
sheer irresponsibility when he said that by plac- 
ing the earnings tax before the special session, 
-Gev. Donnelly was paying a “political debt” to 
St. Louis Democrats at the expense of non-resi- 
dents, and the city’s Negroes; He must know 
that these two groups pay but a small portion 
of the earnings tax. His was a naked appeal 
to prejudice and emotion. We trust it will be 
repudiated by those at whom it is directed. 

Former Mayor Kaufmann, an outstanding 

Republican, joined Democratic Mayor Tucker 
in a swing through Missouri to meet with out- 
state legislators. They made a factual case for 
the earnings tax and were assured of wide sup- 
port. The two local Republican candidates in 
the recent special State Senate elections sup- 
ported the earnings tax just as fully as did the 
successful Democrats. The St. Louis delegation 
to Jefferson City is virtually 100 per cent for 
the extension of the tax. 
- So we trust that the extension bill to be of- 
fered by State Senator Michael Kinney will be 
quickly and decisively passed. It is, after all, 
no appeal to Jefferson City for a hand-out, but 
rather #* request to let the people of the St. 
Louis area meet their own expenses from their 
own resources. And those expenses will have 
to be met year-in and year-out, whether those 
in the St. Louis City Hall be Democrats or 
Republicans. 
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Low in the Smear Line 

Senator Langer reached some sort of nadir 
in the history of congressional smear tactics 
when he published 10 “charges” against Chief 
Justice Earl Warren. 

The “charges” were based 6n unswornf and un- 
evaluated stateménts to a Judiciary subcom- 
mittee. The public was not even officially told 
who had made the statements, though it appears 
that a fugitive from justice made one and a 
lunatic fringe organization made others. The 
excuse for placing the “charges” in the record 
was that if true they would bear on the question 
of Mr. Warren’s fitness to be Chief Justice: but 
no effort whatever was made to establish their 
truth. 

If anything good can come from the Senator's 
display of pique, it may be speeding up of the 
Chief Justice’s confirmation, already far too 
long delayed. Meanwhile it is to be hoped that 
the episode will reinforce the warning that re- 
cess appointments to such a high post as Chief 
Justice are bad and frisky business. 

Senator Langer was able to use the Warren 
appointment as a vehicle for embarrassing the 
Administration primarily because Mr. Warren is 
already on the court under a recess appointnient. 
When the Administration placed him on the 
bench first, and sought confirmation afterwards, 
it played right into Senator Langer’s hands. This 
is one of the reasons why a Chief Justice should 
never be asked to take his seat until after he 
has been confirmed.

Ever since I first saw acres of wild 
sunflowers bl ming in gold and 
green confusion all down the back 
slopes of The Hill in St. Louis, I have 
been intoxicated with sunflowers. They 
happen to be of key significance in the 
story of plants and man; if they were 
not I should be “ey to tell you 
about them anyway. I wish it were pos- 
sible fully to communicate my enthusi- 
asm for these lusty brilliant flowers, 
these coarse and resinous weeds which 
have been so closely tied up with man 
during his varied history on this conti- 
nent. 


Acre after acre are grown for oil in 
western Canada. Masses of them in Hun- 
gary and the Ukraine are grown for 
cooking oil. Sunflowers originated in 
the United States and their great com- 
mercial area is southwestern Europe. 


If you want to-see for yourself why 
cultivated sunflowers have never be- 
come the important crop in the 
United States which a number of en- 


thusiasts have hoped they might be, > 


to the ne railroad yard or dum 
heap where the -headed wild” 
sunflowers are. and harvest 25 


or 50 plants at random. Bring them back 

home and note the numbers and kinds 
of insects which are using the plant for 
a lunch counter. — 


Every so often someone learns that 
sunflowers grow well in the Middle 
West, finds out that the oil in their 


seeds is the finest table oil which can’ 


readily be grown in the temperate zone, 
and starts out to grow them as a crop. 
The story is nearly always the same. 
The first year they do well; sometimes 
even the second or third season. Then 
comes failure. Not only are sunflowers 
native to the United States, the world’s 
largest reservoir of sunflower insects 
and diseases is always close at hand. 


This huge head of bloom really does 
turn with the sun.

of the flowers have actually opened, it 
faces the sun early each morning and 
turns slowly with it all during the day.

Within the cities it is the slums, 
the alleyways, the dump heaps, the raw 
newly excavated sites where they are 
most at home. There may be some part 
of the sunburnt West where ‘they were 
growing before the advent-of man, but 
in all the places I have seen them they 
were as much the result of his efforts 
as tin cans and trolley cars.

T'S not likely that the mores 
iE most civilized societies— 

however “civilized” is de- 
fined—will sanction the use 
of mescalin. One or two 
scientists who have commented 
on Mr. Huxley's book are 
doubtful that the effects would 
be. uniformly the same as in 
his case, and they think it 
possible that the hazards would 
be greater. So even though 
mescalin can be produced syn- 
thetically it will probably re- 
main under a social ban ex- 
cept where it has already been 
used for centuries. 

His monograph, neverthe- 
less, has its fascinations aside 
from the fact that it is a vivid 
record of an unusual adven- 
ture. When he speaks of the 
“reducing valve” and at the 
same time points out that 
certain men habitually see 
reality as more vivid and more 
organic than the ordinary, he 
suggests that the valve might 
be enlarged without recourse 
to mescalin. The mind of 
man, as it is presently con- 
stituted, is not nearly as old 
as man himself. Possibly it 
is not limited mechanically at 
all—or not to the degree that 
has been supposed.

N this final pair of volumes 
J a monumental publishing 

venture, nothing is more fas- 
cinating than the mirrored 
portrait of an elder statesman 
listening to, or rather for, the 
voice of the people. 

Theodore Roosevelt had 
loved every minute in the 
White House and from the 
time he returned from his 
African hunting trip in 1910 
he had an enormous itch to be 
back. The letters show him 
rationalizing that urge with 
relentless purpose. Here are 
some mileposts to mark his 
progress. 

August 1910—‘“Taft, who is 
such an admirable fellow, has 
shown himself such an utterly 
commonplace leader; good-na- 
tured; feebly well-meaning;

but with plenty of small mo- 


tive, and totally unable to 
grasp or put into execution 
any really great policy. As 
you know, I am a genuine 
radical... .” 

November 1910—“I have 
had a great run for my money; 
I have enjoyed myself to the 


full, and what is infinitely 
more important, I have 
achieved a good deal. It is 


now the turn of other people, 
and they must take up the 
work.” 

January 1911—‘I absolutely 
agree with you about my nom- 
I do not think there 
is one chance in a thousand 
that it will ever be wise to 
have me nominated, and I 
should at once openly say that 
I never again would accept a 
nomination if it were not for 
the fact that I do not think it 
is wise to make unqualified 
assertions when no one can 
tell what contingencies of Na- 
tional need may Arise in the 
_ April 1911—"Poor Taft!” 

October 1911—“My dear 
Sir, I feel that I have the right 
to expect that both you and 
all my other friends will do 
everything in their power to 
prevent not merely my nomi- 
nation but any movement look- 
ing toward my nomination. 
From every standpoint, and 
above all from my own per- 
‘sonal standpoint, -I should 
regard any such attempt as 
being deplorable.” 

December 1911—‘“I am ab- 
solutely certain that it would 
be criminal] folly under any

December 1911—‘“In other 
words, while I emphatically do 
not want office, and have not 
the slightest idea that any 
demand for me will come, yet 
if there were a real public 
demand that in the public in- 
terest I should do a given job, 
it might be that I would not 
feel like flinching from the 
task.

-December 1911—"I have 
been rendered very uncom- 
fortable by the movement for 
myself. It undoubtedly has 
a really popular basis, and if 
it should become sweeping, I 
might get in a position which 
I could not honorably decline 
the nomination.” 

January 1912—‘“I am trying 
to pay heed only to the interests 
of the people, and not to the 
interests of any one man; not 
the interests of Mr. Taft, or 
Mr. LaFollette, and least of 
all, myself.” 

February 1912—‘Poor La- 
Follette! ... You have struck 
the keynote when you say that 
the tremendous public senti- 
ment which is unquestionably 
against Taft must be crystal- 
lized into delegates if anything 
has to come from it. Of course 
my own feeling is that nothing 
would justify my nomination 
except just such public senti- 
ment. I would only take it in 
response to such public senti- 
ment, but if that sentiment 
exists, then there should be a 
chance to give it honest ex- 
pression.” 

February 1912—‘“If ever 
there was a perfectly spon- 
taneous and genuinely popular 
movement, this has been one.” 

February 1912 — “It seems 
to me that I have got to speak 
now. ,..I have got to come 
out.” 

February. 1912—*‘I will ac- 
cept the ‘nomination for Presi- 
dent if it is tendered to me.” 


SHE CAME TO STAY, by Simone 
de Beauvoir. (World Publishing 
Co., 405 Pgt. $5.)

FEW years ago most read- 
Aq were familiar with at 
least the major tenets 
and cliches of existentialism, 


not, usually, as stated by such 
various thinkers as Kierke- 


.gaard, Heidegger, and Jaspers, 


but as given in drama, fic- 
tion, and more-or-less straight 
philosophy by Sartre. Today 
existentialism is no longer 
particularly. fashionable or ex- 
citing; but Mile. de Beauvoir— 
formerly a close associate of 
Sartre’s—has recently printed 
a well-received study on wom- 
en called “The Second Sex,” 
and publishers are hastening 
to test the salability of such 
of her works as were pre- 
viously untranslated. It should 
be said, moreover, that Mile. 
de Beauvoir’s eminence as a 
philosopher and woman of let- 
ters is sufficient reason for 
making her books available in 
English, though not, one should 
protest, in such flabby English 
as is used in “She Came to 
Stay.” . 

This novel, first published in 
France in 1943 as “L’Irivitee,” 
is almost guaranteed to give 
the American reader a sense 
of acute nausea, As a pre- 
liminary to this definitive sen- 
sation the reader may suffer 
less unpleasant twinges pro- 
voked by his stimulated aware- 
ness of the tears of things and 
of the loneliness implicit in 
the predicament of man.

In a sense the dialogue is 
masterful, suggesting perfect- 
ly the unalloyed inanity of in- 
timate conversation in a girl's 
boarding school: “I don’t think 
she likes me as much as she, 
did. Do you think so?” ... 
“Oh, yes, I think she likes 
you, but I don’t think she likes 
me any more. She's crazy 
about a boy, now.” The trou- 
ble with the dialogue—aside 
from its monotony—is that 
the speakers are not supposed 
to be residents in a girl's 
boarding school but sophis- 
ticates holding down chairs 
at the Dome, Coupole, and 
Deux Magots.

The Liars' Club 
And How It Grew — 


Whoppers at Burlington (Wis.) Police Headquarters Back 
in' 1920s, and Now Has 90,000 Members From 53 Countries

BURLINGTON, Wis., Feb. 20. 


TIS C. HULETT was testify- 
() ing before the Wisconsin 

Public Service Commission. 
The case involved a controversy 
over the water level of a lake 
and the hearing droned on rou- 
tinely until an attorney turned 
triumphantly on Hulett and de- 
manded: 


“Arent you president of the 
Burlington Liars’ Club?” 


A lesser figure might have 
been flustered, but not Hulett. 
It was true that he is probably 
the world’s leading authority on 
prevarication and that he has 
dealt with more lies — and 
more artful and massive lying— 


than any man in history, includ- ~ 


ing Baron Munchausen. Prim- 
ly, Hulett admitted the charge 
but suggested that his extra- 
ordinary hobby had not: im- 
paired his integrity as a country 
newspaperman and truth-loving 
citizen. 


He was telling the truth, of 
course, and that was colorful 
enough. Hulett, a farm -bred 
pipe smoker of 56, -with clipped 
mustache, neat gray hair and 
high laced shoes, is the busi- 
nesslike Burlington bureau chief 
of the Racine Journal-Times. He 
also is the founder and operator 
of a unique club that never 
solicits membership, holds no 
tings, collects no dues and 


To join up, you need only 
mit a lie (plus 10 cents for 
official 


one). This automatically p 
you among the 1000 or more up- 
right folks from whom Hulett 
and his associates annually pick 
“the world’s champion liar,” a 
title that has never yet been 
successfully contested. " 
With the title goes a lyre- 
shaped brass medal containing 
a stone which Hulett describes 
as a diamond. 


Is it real? 
“I bought it from a million- 
aire,” he says. “After all, if 


Woolworth ‘isn’t a millionaire, 
who is?” 

The medal bears the legend 
“World Champion Liar” and 
must be returned each year to 
be handed on to the next win- 
ner. In the 25 years of the Liars’ 
club’s flourishing existence only 
two winners failed to get the 
medal back. One woman said she 
was shopping in Detroit when a 
sneak thief got her handbag 
which contained the medal. An- 
other champion liar said he 
mailed the trophy, but it appar- 
ently got lost in the Christmas 
rush. Hulett believed both ex- 
cuses without question.

HE Liars’ Club, not inappro- 
T priately, got started with a lie. 

It was back in the ‘twenties, 
when Burlington was a playful 
town. One night a bunch of fej- 
lows stole the cash register from 
Frank Christian’s shoe store. The 
cops looked everywhere for it 
and when they got. back to the 
station house they found it*on 
the chief's desk. Another time 
some men sat behind the hotel 
and shot stray cats. On Saturday 
morning, when all the women 
were in town shopping, the men 
walked into the butcher shop, 
threw three dead cats on the 
counter and said: , 

“Here! That's eight you owe 
us for.” 

Many of the citizens who parti- 
cipated in this sort of sport be- 
longed to a highly informal “sit 
and spit club” which convened 
daily at police headquarters. The 
late Police Chief Frank Beller, 
a tough, heavy-set and widely 
beloved six-footer, presided and 
sessions were largely devoted to 
the telling of tall tales. ry 

“Those fellows could lie fast- 
er then a horse could trot,” 
Hulett recalls with a nostalgic 
sigh. 

Against this backdrop, Hulett 
and another reporter sent their 
papers identical stories shortly 
before New Year’s 1929 announc- 
ing that each year on New Year’s 
day some of Burlington's leading 
citizens gathered in Beller’s of- 


pete. 
“Who, the chief was 
quoted as asking. “I never told

the Burlington liars as they lied 
for the championship. Hulett 
stalled off the cameramen by 
claiming that the liars would be 
divorced by their wives if their 
lies. were immortalized in a 
movie, but he knew something 
would have to be done to curb 
the growing demand that he pro- 
duce liars in the flesh. So he 
opened the contest to the whole 
country (“for the benefit of Cali- 
fornia liars who couldn’t come to 
Burlington”) and put lying on a 
mail-order basis. 

Lies have been pouring in ever 
since. About 80 per cent are dis- 
carded right away because of 
their venerable status. Hulett 
glances at the first few words 
and usually knows what the 
punch line will be. That doesn't 
mean the lies are of low quality. 
They're just perennials. 

Take the one about the guy 
who went hunting with a double- 
barrel muzzle loader. He knew 
it was overloaded. He waded 
though a creek just as a flock 
of ducks came over. At the same 
time he heard the noise of a 
buck deer coming out of the 
brush and saw several wild tur- 
keys sitting on a limb straight 
ahead. 

He let go with both barrels. 
They split down the rib, the 
right barrel curling up in the 
air and killing the duck. The 
left barrel curled to the side 
and killed the deer. And from 
the little loops under the rib 
the ramrod shot out and speared 
the turkeys on the limb.

Forgotten are the pioneer 
days when the Liar’s Club was 
a figment of Hulett’s imagina- 
tion and Wisconsin’s secretary 
of state hesitated to give the 
club status as a non-profit cor- 
poration because he feared its 
application was a gag. (It 
wasn't), Today the club Its a 
respected institution. Hulett is 
a guest.on television shows and 
once made a 5000-mile lecture 
tour just telling lies. He com- 
piled a book of lies (“Now I'll 
Tell One”) and some years ago, 
when a man in Shanghai ad- 
dressed a letter to “The World's 
Biggest Liar,” postal authorities 
unerringly steered it to Hulett 
in Burlington, which has a pop- 
ulation of 4780 and is about 80 
miles northwest of Chicago.

ESPITE its solid reputation,

Together 
they come to the decision from 
which there is no appeal. 

It takes a pretty fancy lie to 
please these experts. Take the 
matter of fish stories. They liked 
the one told in 1949 by “Honest 
John” Goerlich of Toledo, O., 
a novice fisherman who caught 
a giant trout, reeled it to the 
tip of the pole and then could 
think of no other way to get it 
than to stick the pole in the 
ground, climb up and club the 
fish to death. 

And a previous fishy tale that 

won came in 1941 from Roger 
C. Cross of Wausau, Wis., who 
told about fishing “in the old 
days in the Unadilla”: 
“One of the natives acciden- 
tally spilled a bottle of hair 
tonic in the river, and all the 
fish started to grow long beards. 
Their beards got so long that 
after a while all we had to do to 
catch them was to stick up a 
red-and-white barber pole on 
the bank, hand out a copy of 
the Police Gazette and holler 
‘Next!’” 

At least 80 per cent of all lies 
come from men, but women 
send some whoppers, too. Miss 
Ruth Roat reported that grass- 
hoppers were so thick around 
her home at Fife Lake, Mieh., 
that she once watched them eat 
a farmer's mule and horse. They 
then pitched horseshoes to see

building. He kept bouncing 
until—Chicago being Chicago— 
they shot him to keep him from 
starving to death.

INNERS represent every 

walk of life. The 1933 cham- 

pionship lie, which Hulett 
believes has yet to be surpassed, 
came from Bruno Ceresa, a 
Pennsylvania coal miner. Said 
Bruno: 


“My grandfather had a clock 
that was so old that the shadow 
from the pendulum swinging 
back and forth had worn a hole 
in the back of it.” 

Even a minister has been 
crowned champion liar. He was 
the Rev. Arthur R. Kirk of 
Biggs, Calif., who told one about 
a man who tried raising water- 
melons on ground so rich that 
the vines grew so fast they wore 
the melons out, dragging them 
along the ground. 

“One of the boys from town 
went out one night to swipe a 
melon,” the Rev. Mr. Kirk con- 
tinued. “He got the melon, but 
the vines were growing so fast 
that the boy had to be taken to 
the hospital. Before he could 
break the melon off the vine, 
it had dragged him half a mile 
and he was in bad shape.” 


Richness of the soil, by the 
way, is a favorite standby for 
liars. Hulett remembers one 
about a fellow in Florida who 
planted sweet corn one morning 
in soil so rich that when he 
climbed up a stalk that evening 
to get the corn he had to turn 
back empty-handed because the 
Stalk was growing faster than 
he could climb. 

Kansans, it develops, have a 
particular urge to lie about 
themselves. One Jayhawker 
averred that his countryside was 
so tough that cyclones wrote 
ahead for permission to come 
through. And A. T. Dunn of 
Denton, Kan., said it was so 


dry out his way that he had to 


soak his dogs in water over- 
night because they ran so fast 
they always set the grass on

added that the drouth had been 
so prolonged that he knew of 
frogs two years old that couldn't 
swim.

Honorable mention 
was won by a story about birds 
whose shadows had frozen to the 
ground, This was topped, nat- 
urally, by a Texan, W. E. Pen- 
land of Perryton, Tex., who con- 
tributed the following in 1940; 


“It was so cold here last win- 
ter that when I lay down to 
sleep one night the vapor from 
my breath kept freezing until 
it hit the ceiling and pinned me 
to the bed. I had to get the 
team, hitch them to a snow plow 
and plow a path to the wood 
yard to get the ax so I could 
come in and chop the icicle be- 
fore I could get out of bed!”

NOTHER curve hurled by 
the elements was thrown 
back by M. E. Linehan of 
Louisville, who won top honors 
in 1945 by reporting: 


“Very tew people know it, but 
it was through my efforts that 
the 1945 Ohio river flood was 
stopped. On the day the water 
reached its peak and was ex- 
pected to flood half of Louis- 
ville, I made a hurried call to 
the election board, had them 
arrange a special local option 
election, and we voted the town 
dry in half an hour.” 


Mosquitoes excite the imagi- 
nation of many contributors, The 
old chestnut about the mos- 
quitoes who discuss the disposi- 
tion of a victim (“Shall we eat 
him here or carry him to.the 
swamp?” “Don’t be silly, if we 
take him there the big fellows 
will get him away from us”) 
doesn’t even rate a nod. But 
during World War II Sgt. Baron 
S. Fonnesbeck told the tallest 
story of the year about the size 
of mosquitoes in Maryland. 


“They were of the P-38 type.” 
he wrote, “and when they landed 
they always filled both fuse- 
lages. The first day I was there, 
they completely drained me of 
blood. The second day I was 
giving them I1.0.U.’s. Months 
later, when I was stationed in 
Alabama, the Maryland mos- 
quitoes send me a card on Fa- 
ther’s day because they had s0 
much of my blood in them.” 

The most recent winner, an- 
nounced last December, came 
from Bee MclIntyre of Rich- 
mond, Va. It was a windy tale: 

“The strongest wind I ever 
heard of hit our place last sum- 
mer along with a slam-bahg 
thunderstorm. The wind was so 
strong that it picked up our cast 
iron kettle (about three feet 
across and two feet deep) and 
blew it out of the country. The 
wind blew that kettle so fast 
that while it was sailing across 
our front yard, the lightning 
struck at it five times — and 
missed.” 


President Hulett spoke up in 
favor of this yarn even though 
he had heard most of it often 
before. Usually in this tale the 
wind is only strong enough to 
turn the kettle inside out. Mc- 
Intyre’s twist was considered so 
ingenious, however, that he won 
without difficulty. 

Hulett’s extra-curricular activ- 
ities have landed him in mild 
trouble only twice. Years ago, 
some people submitted a lie in 
the name of someone else and 
presented one of the club’s 
membership cards to the fellow 
who got pretty mad. So now you 
can’t get into the fraternity un- 
less you apply yourself. 

The other unsettling incident 
occurred when Hulett was leaw 
ing for Chicago to appear on a 
radio show. The reporters in

ESPITE the arty pretensions 

and tics characteristic of 


the period, the Village's repu- — 


tation as & great literary and art. 
center is based on solid fact. In 
early days such giants of Ameri- 


- ean literature as Tom Paine, the 


fiery pamphleteer of the Revo- 
lution; James Fenimore Cooper, 
and Walt Whitman called the 
Village home. 

Down through the years the 
Village attracted scores of tal- 
ented men and women who won 
enduring fame. It’s a long list 
that includes, during varying 
periods, Mark Twain, Edgar 
Allan Poe, O. Henry, Theodore 
Dreiser, Frank Norris, Stephen 
Crane, Eugene O'Neill, Willa 
Cather, Ida M. Tarbell, Edna St. 
Vincent Millay and countless 
others. 

The Village also has been the 
home of inventive genius, great 
soldiers and statesmen, famous 
musicians, the nation’s most 
celebrated painters and great 
theatrical stars. Samuel Morse 
invented and first demonstated 
the telegraph, and Samuel Colt 
developed the revolver there. 
George Clemenceau, “The Tige?” 
of France, once was a Villager. 
President James Monroe spent 
the last year of his life there. 
George Washington made the Vil- 
lage lfis military headquarters 
and drilled troops in what now 
is Washington Square. . 

Just as “typical New Yorkers” 
are said to hail from everywhere 
but New York, so it was, espe- 


. cially during the Bohemian days, 


that “typical Villagers” came— 
and still do—from all points of 
the compass. The magnet was 
largely economic then for rents 
were low. Many sincere and 
dedicated young men and women 
flocked to the Village. They 
were wide-eyed, eager and full 
of wonderful dreams. To them 
the world seemed young and 
gay and hopeful. 

Some of them, as their work 
later proved, were touched witii 
genius.

“We were young, credulous 
and hard up,” Lewis wrote. 

By Saturday of each week, he 
recalled, there was never enough 
money among them to buy 
breakfast, but “magnificent” 
luncheons could be had for 35 
cents, and if they were really 
“flush” they sometimes left the 
waiter a nickel tip. 

A girl fresh from St. Louis, 
Miss Hurst shared an apartment 
three flights up over a tailor’s 
shop in Waverly Place—one of 
the many addresses at which the 
great O. Henry lived in the Vil- 
lage. Miss Hurst says she found 
“not grime but stardust” on the 
stairs that O. Henry had trod. 

To Ida M. Tardell, famous 
muck-raking journalist, who 
lived there from 1898-to 1906, 
the Village was “a whiff of 
Paris.” 

Albert Bigelow Paine, biogra- 
pher of Mark Twain, also e Vil- 
lager, saw the Village as “ro- 
mance land, full of young 
dreams.”

keeper Luke O’Connor for a job. 

“‘What’s your name?” demand- 
ed O’Connor gruffly. 

“Masefield—John Masefield,” 
the young man replied. 

The future poet laureate of 
England got the job—as a por- 
ter, emptying spittoons, polish- 
ing brass and sweeping out. That 
was at the old Columbia House, 
long since razed to make way for 
progress in the form of a garage.

An old boarding 
house at 61 Washington Square, 
dubbed the “House of Genius,” 
was home to a succession of 
writers who later earned recog- 
nition. 

There Frank Norris wrote 
“Phe Pit,” classic tale of the 
Chicago grain 
Stephen Crane “The Red Badge 


‘ of Courage,” the great Civil 


War story. Theodore Dreiser, 
discouraged and ready to give up 
writing, came to the “House of 
Genius” in 1915, and ten years 
later was acclaimed for his 
realistic “An American Trage- 
dy,” long after he’d left the 
famed boarding house. 

Other residents- included the 
sensitive poet, Alan Seeger, who 
lost his life in World War I 
and is remembered for his fam- 
ous poem, “I Have a Rendez- 
vous With Death.” 

O. Henry also lived there— 
among other Village places—as 
did the great Metropolitan 
Opera star, Adelina Patti, who 
surprised the lodgers by re- 
hearsing the entire company of 
“Cavalleria Rusticana” in the 
parlor. 


In the words of author Will 
Irwin, who also lived there, that 
was the Village before it be- 
came “class conscious”; the Vil- 
lage of a gentler day. ! 

It was before the wild-eyed 
“Bohemians” grabbed the spot- 
light and contributed still an- 
other chapter that ended with 
the murder of Maxwell Boden- 
heim. 

From the viewpoint of the 
present age of atomic and hydo- 
gen bombs, the cold war and 
the Communist world conspir- 
acy, the vaunted “radicalism” 
of. the Bohemians seems com- 
paratively harmless, even naive.

When 
we were sure it was dry we 
applied a coat of good porch 
and deck enamel, 
rather thick and takes some time 
to dry.

MRS. A. H., who reports that 
she has painted linoleum rugs 
which have lasted “until she was 
tired of looking at them”—as 
long as 10 years—also uses two 
coats of deck enamel, then var- 
nishes the dark colors with spar 
varnish or the light colors with 
colorless linoleum varnish, and 
completes the operation with a 
coat of paste wax and a good 
buffing. 

“Then wax the floors with 
paste wax about every month or 
so,” she advises. “Wash them 
with plain water in between 
times or, if badly soiled, with 
a gentle detergent, rinse well, 
and then re-wax, and these 
painted linoleum floors will 
wear like iron,” she concludes. 

We are happy to pass along 
this information, and happy to 
find so many readers who will 
take the trouble to help Mrs. 
H. W. have a floor of which she 
ean be proud until such time as 
she feels she can replace it. 
However, we must point out that 
some of the steps in this opera- 
tion are contrary to advice usu- 
ally given for care of linoleum. 
This, obviously, is a manner of 
salvaging faded or worn lino- 
leum which has passed its 
prime, but we emphasize that 
some of the steps taken are not 
recommended in caring for lino- 
leum floors.

Historic Corner. 

How the corner’s value has 
appreciated since it’s days as 
farmland is one of the interest- 
ing stories of teal estate.

| US.State Rep Report Also 

_. Predicts Shortage in 7 

Western, Southern 
States. 


By a Special Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 


TULSA, Okla., Feb. 20—More 
than 100 cities in Missouri and’ 
seven other states to the West 
and south may be without ade- 
quate water supplies by 1975, it 
was warned today in a report by 
the Arkansas-White-Red Basins 
Interagency Committee. 3 

The committee, composed of 
state and federal officials, said 
its report marked “the first time 
in history a major segment of the 
United States has had a simul- 
taneous federal-state joint study 
of water and land resources po- 
tentials, problems and needs.” 

Integrated Pian. 


The study is being used as the 
basis for an integrated plan of 
resource development for the 
region of the three river valleys, 
which includes the southern 
quarter of Missouri. The. com- 
mittee said the plan would be 
presented to Co in 1955. 

It reported that “the trend to- 
ward urbanization has created a 
municipal and industrial water 
demand in some localities far in 
excess of presently developed 
sources of supply.” 

Municipal water may fall 
short, it continued, “unless in 
critical areas additional sources 
of ground water are located and 
developed or facilities for the 
storage of surface supplies are 
provided.” 


—_ 


The committee said only one- 
tenth of the region's crop-land 
“is in a condition where good 
soil management alone will main- 
tain good productivity.” It rec- 
ommended that 16,000,000 acres 
now being farmed be returned 
to woodlands and said 15,500,000 
wooded acres could be used for 
crops. 

Some 8,700,000 acres now in 
cultivation “should be put to 
grass or reforested,” and about 
47,000,000 farmed acres “need 
complete conservation farming 
and good soil management to 
maintain permanent cultivation,”’ 
the report added. 

‘Flood Damages.’ 

It said flood damage averages 
$64,000,000 annually in the re- 
gion, which includes Oklahoma, 
most.of Arkansas, and parts of 
Louisiana, Texas, Kansas, Colo- 
rado and New Mexico, as well. as 
Missouri. More than 12,000,000 
acres, or about 6 per cent of the 
area, até gubject to flooding, the 
report said. 

The committee said 12,400,000 
additional kilowatts of electric 
power would be needed by 1975 
-—about 145 per cent of the ex- 
isting facilities. 

The group is made up of rep- 
resentatives of seven federal 
agenctes and the eight states. , 
Technicians from universities | 
and private businesses are as- 
sisting in working out the de- 
velopment plan 

Unlike its counterpart in the 
Missouri river basin region to 
the north, the Arkansas-White- 
Red Interagency Committee has 
specific statutory authority for 
creating a regional plan. Its work 
is to be based on full co-ordina- 
tion of al} the numerous federal 
and. state agencies concerned 
from the outset, not on a “wed- 
ding” of the unilateral plans of 
individual federal bureaus. 

It is considered to be stronger 
than the unofficial Missouri 
Basin Interagency. Committee, 
but considerably weaker than the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, a 
single federal agency with broad 
powers. Missouri has been rep- 
resented on the group by John 
M. Dewey, chief water engireer, 
Missouri Resources and Develop- 
ment Department.

O YEARS AGO, Dorothy Craft. a ba- 
ton twirling enthusiast in her early 
teens, watched an exhibition with a fire 

baton. She was so much fascinated by it 
and by the intricate ‘tnd unusual patterns 
it created that she began practicing with 
one. Now 16 and a junior at Cleveland 
High School, she is one of the few persons 
in this country to master the technique of 
flame twirling—and with not one but two 
batons. 

Her fire batons are 28-inch steel tubes 
with wicks wra around and wired on 
each end. The flame, produced by a mix- 
ture of gasoline and kerosene, will burn 
four to five minutes. As long as the baton 
is kept moving, it does not become too hot. 

Because of the danger involved in twirl- 
ing batons that are billowing with flames,

HE PHEASANT, FIRST INTRODUCED from China into the United States in 
1881, now ranges in nearly every state. It makes a regal dish no matter 
how it is served, but is especially elegant when baked. Ranch - raised 

birds are gaining in popularity because they are much heavier in meat and 
are more tender than the wild variety. They are an economical delicacy 
which now can be enjoyed the year around. 

Mrs. Walter M. Sauer, who with her husband operates the Hilltop Pheas- 
ant Farm at Dittmer, Missouri, prepares these birds in a variety of ways, but 
finds the nut dressing icularly popular with her friends. She spreads 
butter on the inside and outside of the birds and then sprinkles the outside 
with salt. The nuts are cut coarsely, and the onions and celery are sliced 
very thin. Bread which has been cut in cubes is mixed with thyme, salt, 
pepper and baking powder, and is then moistened with boiling water. 

Birds are filled with dressing, and are baked for about two hours in a 
350-degree oven. (It is not nec to tie or sew birds.) Occasional bast- 
ing is recommended to keep the tender skin from bursting open. Two birds 
should serve six generously.

This Time We're Not Joking 


Two famous comedians fell the inside story of why they help the ‘wheel chair gang’ 


HOLLYWOOD. 

THE past two years, we've been 
closing our TV and radio shows 
with the same plug: asking people 
to help fight muscular dystrophy. 

A lot of people want to know why a 
couple of comedians like us are so inter- 
ested in this problem. 

Here’s our answer: 

A couple of years ago we met a little 
fellow whom we'll call Freddy Johnson. 
Freddy came on the Paramount set one 
day to have a picture taken with us in 
behalf of Muscular Dystrophy Associa- 
tions. 

He must have been all of cight years 
old and just as lively and bright-cyed as 
a kid in a wheel chair can be. We were 
kidding around with him like we do with 
our own kids. Finally, we asked him what 
he wanted to be when he grew up. 

“If I grow up,” said Freddy, “I'd like 
to be a comedian like you guys and make 
people laugh.” 

It was the word “if” that did it. We 
had never heard a kid say, “// I grow up.” 

‘Later we talked to his mother and we 
heard how kids who get muscular dystro- 
phy don’t have any kind of a break. 

Once they get the disease, their muscles 
grow weaker. In a few years they die. 


No Medicine 


OBODY KNOWs yet of any medicine 
or treatment to make them well. 
Their only hope is that medical re- 

search will find a cure before it’s too late. 
That's what Muscular Dystrophy Associa- 
tions are trying to do. 

You don’t easily forget a youngster who 
tells you he'd like to be a comedian if 
he grows up—so, a couple of weeks later, 


on the Colgate Comedy Hour, we put in 
our first plug for muscular dystrophy. 

We hoped our few words would help 
a little. We were unprepared for what did 
happen. We got thousands of letters from 
children, parents, friends, doctors, aunts, 
uncles. They all said: “Thanks. Thanks for 
telling people about us.” 

At the same time, contributions in our 
name began to come into Muscular 
Dystrophy headquarters in New York 
from people throughout the country. 


Need For Help 


E REALIZED that there was a pretty 
strong need for help, so we kept up 
our appeals. 

When we were on tour, we could always 
depend on finding two or three kids in 
wheel chairs waiting backstage for us. Or 
maybe there would be twov-or three 
mothers. The kids would thank us and 
sometimes their mothers would cry. 

We feel that these kids are our friends 
now. We've talked to them and we've read 
their letters. We know how much it means

up like other kids. : 

Summing up how we feel about our part 
in the fight against muscular dystrophy, 
we Can say this: 

We've both had it pretty good. The

THE NURSING HOME PROBLEM 


® Last month, President Eisenhower said if 
there were more nursing and convalescent 
homes, pressure would be token off the 
nation's overcrowded hospitals. Today, hospi- 
tals for the chronicolly-ill can take care of 
only one out of six cases, he said. “The in- 
adequacy of facilities to cope with such 
ilinesses is disturbing,” the President declared. 
PARADE carried on a two-month investiga- 
tion of nursing homes throughout the U.S., 
found many of them shocking in their in- 
adequacy. This is the second report in a 
series. Next week: A state program to clean 
up its nursing homes. 
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‘They Tied My Father 


The story an angry woman tells about her aged father 


Y FATHER has been a patient in two nursing 
homes here in California. Let me tell you 
about them. 

“In one, he was afraid to sleep. They 
had a mental patient in the same room who was 
always getting up at night, running around and threat- 
ening to beat up my dad with a cane. 

“I went to the man who ran this home and he said 
there was nothing I could do except rent a private 
room for my dad at $300 a month.” 

The woman who told PARADE about her father 
didn’t want to talk about nursing homes at first. But 
she finally did—“because if people become aroused, 
maybe they'll do something to help old folks.” 

She was only one of hundreds who revealed their 
firsthand experience with institutions in which old 


people are supposed to receive warm and affectionate | 
care. 

From California and across the country PARADE 
heard stories like hers. This woman, Mrs. Wilcox 
(that’s not her real name), disclosed: 

“In a second home where my father stayed, they 
had one old blind lady. They kept her tied to a chair. 
There were also eight or 10 old women in one room. 

“Well, my dad got a cerebral hemorrhage, but the 
woman who ran the home never told me about it. | 
found out about it two days after it happened. 

“When I rushed down to the home, the proprietress 
had my dad tied to a chair. The woman who ran the 
place hadn't called a doctor. She said a doctor couldn't 
help anyway. 

“Finally, | made her call a doctor. I got my two

During that period, a doctor did see Mrs. Wilcox’s 
father. The doctor, disgusted by what he found in 
the nursing home, finally told Mrs. Wilcox to get her 
father out of there, or else he would not go on freat- 
ing him. 

That is only one part of the story of nursing homes 
today in the U. S. You don’t hear about these places, 
too often, unless something terrible happens in one 
of them. 

A police report from a California city tells another 
part of the story. This report was made after a first- 
hand police investigation. It says of one nursing home: 

“In room 206, we found a woman, suffering from 
Parkinson's disease, unable to take care of herself. 
Patient’s bedclothes were soaked with urine .. . The 
floor of this room was very dirty. The bedclothes were 


_ disarrayed and in a filthy condition. 


“In a room on the north side of the building, we 
found a woman, age 84, sitting in a bed, fully clothed, 


. but without covering of any kind. She was shivering 
' from the cold. Blankets were obtained from the 


“In another room, we found a patient, age 100, 
who appeared unable to take care of herself. The 
odor of the room was nauseating. 


The Reasons 


66 NONE of the above rooms did there appear to 


_be any heating appliances and all of the patients 
were complaining of the cold. 

“A thorough check of the premises was made by 
the offices and the only food we were able to find 
were three loaves of bread. We were unable to find 
any bedding or medicine of any kind .. . ” 

Those are excerpts of a police report in one Cali- 
fornia city. Of course, not all nursing and convalescent 
homes fall into that pattern. There are some which are 


© fine institutions. But many are not. 


PARADE asked experts throughout the U.S. why 
many old folks are in facilities that are so frightening 
and inadequate. The question was put to authorities 
in Chicago's Central Service for the Chronically Il, 
The Commission on Chronic Illness in Baltimore, 
U.S. Public Health Service and state and local officials 
from coast to coast. 

The answer to the question is not simple. 

There is no single person or institution to blame. 
It is glaringly apparent that you cannot pin this tragedy 
of our times on one factor. It isn't that easy. The fault 
lies with our society—and its failure to plan for good 
care for the infirm aged. 

Where old folks are concerned, there has been too 
little and it has been provided too late. 

Leading authorities point repeatedly to a number 
of factors as causes of this disgraceful social situation: 

1 —There isn’t enough money. Often, old folks have

to depend wholly or in large measure on old age 
assistance or welfare checks. The ceiling on this type 
of aid is often less than $100 a month. For that kind 
of money, you can get only limited care, if any. So 
low payments to dependent old people “freeze” the 
level of care which they receive. 

2—There is a lack of knowledge. Many people who 
operate nursing homes are conscientious, and well- 
meaning. However, even the conscientious ones some- 
times do not know how to care for an old sick person 
or how to create an environment in which an old 
person can be happy. 

3-—There is an element among nursing home op- 
erators who consider old people strictly as a “business” 
and not as people. These operators are in the “busi- 
ness” to make a profit without considering what is 
best for the old person. Often, this type of operator 
opens a nursing home without any comprehension 
of the needs of the aged. 

4 People, who “dump” their parents and relatives 
into nursing homes without stopping to find out what 
sort of a home it is, are certainly part of the overall 
problem. In many cases, children disregard the well- 
being of old people, feeling that they are a burden 
and should be “disposed of” in some sort of home or 
other institution. 

5—Squabbles between state health and welfare de- 
partments do not help the general picture. When inter- 
departmental squabbles arise in state and local govern- 
ment units they served only to aggravate the already 
f rightening situation. 

6— There are shortages all the way up and down 
the line. 


The Need for Facts 


HERE ARE not enough registered nurses. There 

are not enough well-constructed and equipped 

buildings to meet the special needs of old folks. 
Often, nursing homes are set up in old residences that 
were never intended for old people. There are not 
enough doctors interested in the special problems of 
the aging. 

7 —Often, people connected with care of the aging 
do not know where to begin and end. There are vast 
gaps in fundamental knowledge concerning the people 
who are mow in nursing homes and other homes for 
the aged. For instance, no one knows exactly how 
many people there are in nursing homes, how old they 
are, what illnesses they have, or a host of other basic 
facts you should know before trying to deal intelli- 
gently with the problem. 

Studies have been made in a few places to gain 
this much-needed knowledge, but the findings only 
reveal little snatches of the overall problem. 

The nursing home problem reflects other shocking 
shortages in the field of care for old people. Last 
month, President Eisenhower discussed shortages in 
this field in a special address on the nation’s health. 


“Getting a roof over the heads of old people” is 
the crux of the overall problem. Nursing homes have 
mushroomed into existence in the past 20 years be- 
cause there were not enough roofs to shelter America's 
aging population. 


Supply & Demand 


{FE EXPECTANCY has increased sharply in the U.S. 
But insufficient facilities have been set up to 
take care of the growing number of old people. 

It's a demand and supply situation. There is great 
demand for good facilities for old people—for many 
reasons—but a short supply. 

As a result, many old people, who are not mentally- 

ill have been committed to mental institutions. Many 
health authorities admit that. And inadequate nursing 
homes continue operating because of that demand and 
supply imbalance. In addition, hospitals remain over- 
crowded—as the President pointed out. 

As long as old people continue to be “short changed” 


‘in their later years, you will hear of reports like this 


one. It is a confidential statement of a group of 


en't many nursing homes like this one, but 
patients actually have been housed here. This home 


is in Jacksonville, Fla. 


investigators in Chicago who visited several homes 
there: 

One home .. . “exuded such a heavy odor that 
two members of the committee had to retreat to the 
open air.” The report adds: 

About 50 old people were crowded into a house 
designed for the use of one family. One home had 
a bathtub and toilet in a passageway .. . “with no 
provision for screening or shutting them from view.” 

This house had 13 old men on two floors. The 
stairway from the second floor was very steep and 
narrow. it would be “very difficult” to get those old 
men out in case of fire.

“The fundamental difficulty in the 
whole situation is the reluctance of people every- 
where to accept the fact that there is such a 
problem. The average person refuses to think 
about it until it hits hard, on a personal basis. 

“How many people can you get interested in 
what happens to old folks unless there's a nice, 
juicy scandal, or a fire in which a few old folks 
burn to death?” 

In California, he says, homes for the aged 
range “from the extremely palatial to the ex- 
tremely lousy.” . 

In the latter category, you find the hapless 
old age assistance cases who get an $85 per

' month maximum allotment. This does not begin 


to meet the cost of decent care. Too often, you 
discover, there are no relatives to supplement 
that $85 allotment. 

“Many of these old folks,” says Kuplan, “get 
less care than dogs. Humane societies exist for 
dogs, but not for old people. A lot of hell will 
have to be raised before we can begin to solve 
the problem.” 

“We've got to dynamite the community into 
accepting the responsibility of the aging. 

“We can’t get enough money from the state 
legislature—for sufficient inspectors and super- 
vision—to check even the inadequate facilities 
available. You have some beautiful laws on the 
books, but often, it ends right there. 


“Many of these home operators work on the 
basis of the maximum charge for the minimum 
service. Because of lack of staff, funds and lack 
of understanding of the whole problem, we can't 
even supply the leadership to the home operators 
to try to get them to change their attitudes.” 

Kuplan feels that many facilities for old peo- 
ple in his state just “barely adhere to minimum 
standards of safety and care.

‘It would be suicide 
to attack the U.S...’

WASHINGTON. 
66 H, SURE, we might get hurt,” the 
general said. “But the thing is 
that we'll win the next war — if 
there is one. That's what we've got 
to make the Russians understand.” 

General Nathan Farragut Twining paused 
to hold a match to his long cigar. Then he. 
went on as calmly as a businessman dis- 
cussing a deal on the stock exchange. 

“You know, we just can’t have a ‘Maginot 
line’ defense in the air. And we'll never strike 
the first blow. So the only thing we can do 
is make sure it will be suicide for any enemy 
who ‘attacks us,” he said. 

As I listened to the U.S. Air Force's chief 
of staff, 1 was wishing more Americans could 
be with me. 

Somehow it was good medicine for cold 
war jitters—just talking to this calm man who 
may be the nation’s most important soldier 
in these days of the “new look” in U.S. mili- 


tary policy. 
Front Line? 


66 ELL, GENERAL,” I asked, “would it be 
right to say that the Air Force is now 
our front line in offense and defense?” 

I was thinking of recent news stories. 

In a Detroit speech, Defense Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson had said: “We have no 
present plans to increase the number of com- 
bat units of the Army, Navy and Marines. .. . 
The strength of the Air Force is to continue 
to increase. . . . The number of effective wings 
by June 30th of next year should be at least 
115.” 

And in a Washington speech, Admiral 
Arthur Radford, chairman of the Joint Chiefs 


of Staff, had said: “Today's emphasis is actu- 
ally pointed toward the creation, the main- 
tenance and the exploitation of modern air 
power. ... This nation will maintain a na- 
tional airpower superior to that of any other 
nation in the world.” 

But General Twining isn’t boastful. “Oh, 
I'd just say that the Air Force is more thor- 
oughly recognized today for what it can do,” 
he replied. 


The Air Force Job 


ND WHAT can the Air Force do? 
“Even if we had the money, we 
couldn't buy a perfect air defense right 
now, General Twining said. “Therefore our 
job is to keep a striking force of such strength 
that no enemy will dare to start a war. 

“I think we have that now. Even an at- 
tack on our major cities, as terrible as that 
would be, would not defeat us. We're plan- 
ning to win the war no matter how many 
Americans might be killed in a sneak attack.” 

It sounded like cold comfort for the peoplc 
who live and work in Boston, Chicago, De- 
troit, Washington and other large American 
cities. But I knew General Twining did not 
mean to be cold. He isn't that sort of man. 

I had taken the trouble to talk to close 
associates of this general whose forces are 
the chief hope for peace in 1954. 

“I remember the day General Twining got 
his first briefing on the H-bomb,” an aide, 
Col. Noel Parrish, told me. “The general 
came out of the room and said, ‘It makes me 
sick at the stomach.’ ” 

If he’s not cold, General Twining is, never- 
theless, cool. He tackles his big job on a 
regular 8:30 a.m. to 6 p.m. basis, according

to another aide, Maj. W. H. McVey. And he tries to 
avoid taking home a crammed brief case at night.

And General Twining, despite his enormous responsi- 
bilities, sets an inspiring example of how a brave man can 
live during this seemingly endless era of danger. 

For one thing, he has fun: Whenever the pressure of 
work permits, he goes golfing or hunting or fishing. 
“He’s a good companion,” said Lt. Gen. Frank F. Everest, 
USAF. “He never brings his troubles with him on a hunt- 
ing trip. Nate has a thick hide and a short memory.” 


Around home—a massive, three-story brick house over- 
looking the Potomac River at Ft. Myer, Va.—General 
Twining likes to read Westerns, make furniture or tie 
fishing flies in a top-story room cluttered with bear rugs, 
antlers and other trophies of his sport. 

“He's got enough troubles here with three children, a 
dog and a parakeet without bringing more home from 
the office,” said Mrs. Twining.

During this period he providentially escaped death 
when the plane he was riding in ditched into the Pacific 
(PARADE, Aug. 30, 1953). That was the time General 
Twining, standing in a bobbing rubber raft, brought down 
an albatross with one shot from a .45 automatic. 

That, by the way, was the only mishap General Twining 
has ever experienced in a flying career which began with 
a ride in a Curtiss Jenny more than 30 years ago, just 
after World War I. : 

General Twining, whose ancestors first landed on Cape 
Cod in 1635, was already an officer in the infantry by 
then. He came from a military family. His grandfather 
had been a Civil War officer; his brothers are Maj. Gen. 
Merrill B. Twining, USMC, and Capt. Robert Twining.

After going through West Point with a “quickie” class 
in World War 1, Gen. Twining was sent to Ft. Benning, 
Ga., where he played end on the football team. His ride 
in the Jenny was a special treat prepared for the football 
team by the flying school at Arcadia, Fla. 

“They took us all up the morning before the game,” 
General Twining recalled. “We all got slightly sick. They 
beat us 13 to 7.” 

As soon as he got back to Ft. Benning, General Twin- 
ing asked for a transfer to the Air Corps. It was denied. 
He went to Texas as aide to Brig. Gen. B. A. Poore. 

General Poore’s First Infantry team had lost every 
football game. But, under General Twining’s guidance 
they soon won the championship. As a reward, General 
Twining asked fora transfer to the Air Corps. 

“All right,” said General Poore, “I'll help you. If you're 
that crazy, we ought to get you out of the infantry.” 

General Twining’s eyes sparkled when he recalled those 
early days, the days when he flew the mail in an open 
cockpit plane from Chicago to Cheyenne, Wyo. “We flew, 
flew, flew,” he said. “That's all we did.”

There is a terrific strain in 
being both exact and concise.” 

When a sponsor foots the bill for a pro- 
gram (sometimes $60,000 a show), he ex- 
pects that his message will come forth clearly. 
More rehearsal goes into the commercial 
than into the entertainment. A fluff not only 
hurts the client’s heart but his pocketbook. 
Yet he is unpleasantly surprised more often 
than you think. 


They Starved Him 


N ONE program for a dog food, the dog 
shied away from the proferred portion 

as if it were poison. They picked a 
hungry dog next time, and he practically ate 
the plate and everything, including the rug. 

Again, one chap wanted to demonstrate 
how wonderful a particular mattress was. 
First he cut through an inferior mattress to 
reveal its cheap inner material. Then he tried 
to cut through his own mattress. 

But, he had blunted the blade in the initial 
experiment and he could make no impression 
on the mattress he was selling. Neither an- 
nouncer nor client rested easy that night. But 
the public roared. 


In another instance of inimitable selling, 
an electric iron burned right through the 
cloth during a demonstration. They had a 
hot time explaining that one. 

Even heroism will not salvage some situ- 
ations. On a local station, a young announcer 
discoursed on the virtues of a certain dry 
cereal for kiddies. He threw some of the 
cereal into his mouth to prove it and started 
to choke. While frantic mothers watched, the 
announcer kept on gamely, just avoiding 
strangulation at the close. It is not known 
how much of the cereal he sold. 

Children are beloved the world over, but 
sometimes they upset the best-laid plans of 
announcers and sponsors. 

The sponsor of a well-known detergent 
uses some prop boxes with the name of the 
product on them, large enough for TV view- 
ers to see plainly. 

As Warren Hull of “Strike it Rich” spoke 
to one mother, her children opened the prop 
boxes, pulling out unattractive wads of cot- 
ton. It was an embarrassing moment—for 
everyone but the children. 


They Go Beserk 


METIMES an announcer even goes beserk. 

One of them, overcome by something — 

or other, recently startled the audience 
in the studio and at home by informing all 
and sundry that the product was no good. 
He then thumbed his nose, ostensibly at the 
producer, And the whole talk wasn't de- 
livered in a genial manner, either. This un- 
predictable chap is at leisure today. 

The best-laid plans of the commercial 
writers often go astray, too. Take the case 
of the youngster they had touting a certain 
toothpaste. He declared stoutly that he had 
been using the toothpaste since he was a 
little boy—and his parents had been using it 
since they were little boys! 

One performer let the unexpected cost him 
a job and the station a client. He was demon- 
strating a dry wine when it accidentally 
spilled over him. 

“That was awfully wet stuff for dry wine,” 
he blurted. 

The sponsor thought the performer was all 
wet and the show, too. He cancelled it. 

Then there was the unhappy case of the 
beer announcer who had just finished extol- 
ling the wonders of his product. He looked 
at the beer as he might have looked at his 
lady love. When he thought he was off cam- 
era—but he wasn’t—he was seen spitting the 
lager into a can.

You can’t get away with that in television. 
The focus is directly on the commercial and 
what is said has to be straight talk. 

Still, people are not only funny at heart, 
as Art Linkletter points out, they are kind. 

When a Chicago television announcer com- 
pletely blanked out on his lines and couldn't 
finish a commercial, several hundred calls 
flooded the studio. 

“Don’t fire that guy,” the callers said unan- 
imously. “We like him.” 

That was one mistake that paid off. The 
announcer got a raise.
